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DETAILED ACTION 



Abstract

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1 71(a)-(c): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the 
manner and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, 
and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or 
discovery appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

(b) The specification must set forth the precise invention for which a patent is solicited, in such 
manner as to distinguish it from other inventions and from what is old. It must describe completely a 
specific embodiment of the process, machine, manufacture, composition of matter or improvement 
invented,. and must explain the mode of operation or principle whenever applicable. The best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention must be set forth. 

(c) In the case of an improvement, the specification must particularly point out the part or parts of 
the process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter to which the improvement relates, and 
the description should be confined to the specific improvement and to such parts as necessarily 
cooperate with it or as may be necessary to a complete understanding or description of it.

Drawings 



Specification 
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The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 because it fails to provide an 
adequate written description of the invention. Regarding Figures 10 and 1 1, on page 5 
and 6 of the specification, it is stated that the substance accumulated in the broken end 
is trapped and cannot be discharged, however, viewing these figures, it appears that the 
substance could flow from the broken end (upon a particular orientation of the device) 
and therefore not be "trapped". Some clarification of how the substance is "trapped" 
should be defined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The specification is unclear as to how the ends of the 
"channels are sealed with the scores, i.e., claims 1 and 5 indicate that the ends of the 
channel are sealed with a score, however, the specification indicates that the ends of 
the channels are sealed with elements 5 and 6 and the scores are used to break open 
the channels, not seal the channels. Some clarification is needed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in Public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Aiken. 
Aiken discloses an applicator comprised of a single tube housing 12 having multiple 
channels 24 (one on each side of element 22) and sealed with scores 16 at the ends 
thereof wherein rounded cotton swabs 18 are positioned on each end of the housing. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aiken. 

Although the swabs18 in the Aiken device are not pointed, as claimed, it is the 

Examiner's position that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 

the time the invention was made that the swab can be designed to have any suitable 

shape, including the claimed shape, without effecting the overall operation of the device. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Haber et al., Wu and Barabino et al. references are cited for 
disclosing other swab applicators.
